A  VERY  RARE  PIECE  FOB  THE  KETTLEDRUM.  Of  great  importance  for  the 
history  of  music,  and  of  inestimable  value  to  the  study  of  Bach. 

The  present  piece  is  the  Original  Mandsoript  of  the  score  for  the 
Kettledrum  of  Bach's  Cantata  for  St.  Michael's  Day,  which  has  been 
published  as  No.  130  in  Vol.  26  of  the  Bach  Society.  The  MS.  is  entirely 
in  Bach's  own  hand  and  comes  from  the  estate  of  the  well-known  Swiss 
composer  Hans  Georg  Naegeli.  An  A.  L.  s.  of  Prof.  Spitta  certifying 
the  authenticity  of  this  piece  is  added,  also  two  other  letters  referring  to  it.

There  is  added,  a  newspaper  clipping  by  Max  Kalbeck,  the  well-known 
expert  on  Brahms,  who  was  the  former  owner  of  this  piece.  This  clipping 
is  most  interesting,  and  draws  important  conclusions  as  to  the  methods  of 
the  creations  of  this  great  Master.

2.y  BRONTE  (CHARLOTTE).  A  Long  and  Masterly  Criti- 
cism of  George  Lewes'  Novel,  "Rose,  Blanche  and  Violet,"  con- 
tained in  an  Autograph  Letter  to  W.  S.  Williams  signed  "C.  Bell." 
8  pp.    (Haworth),  May  1,  1848. 

"My  Dear  Sir.  I  am  glad  you  sent  me  your  letter  just  as  you  had 
written  it,  without  revisal,  without  retrenching  or  softening  touch;  be- 
cause  I  cannot  doubt  that  I  am  a  gainer  by  the  omission.  It  wou'd  be 
useless  to  attempt  opposition  to  your  Opinions,  since  in  fact  to  read  them 
was  to  recognise  almost  point  for  point,  a  clear  definition  of  objections 
I  had  already  felt,  but  had  found  neither  the  power  nor  the  will  to  express. 
Not  the  power  because  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  analyze  closely,  or  to  crit- 
itize  in  appropriate  words — and  not  the  will  because  I  was  afraid  of  doing 
Mr.  Lewes  injustice. 

"...  Love  is  stronger  than  Cruelty,  stronger  than  Death,  but  it  perishes 
under  Meanness.  Pity  may  talce  its  place,  but  Pity  is  not  Love  .  .  .  There 
is  something  divine  in  the  thought  that  Genius  preserves  from  degradation, 
were  it  but  true;  but  Savage  tells  us  it  was  not  true  for  him,  Sheridan 
confirms  the  avowal  and  Byron  seals  it  with  terrible  truth";  etc. 

26.  - —  A.  L.  s.,  4  pp.,  12mo.  Feb.  7,  1850.  To  Ellen  Nussey. 
Regarding  the  proposed  marriage  of  Amelia  Ringrose  to  J.  Taylor, 
in  which  she  speaks  in  no  uncertain  terms  of  the  baseness  of  both 
Amelia's  father  and  suitor. 

"Amelia  is  the  only  pure  thing  about  it.    She  stands  between  her  coarse 
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father  and  cold  unloving  suitor,  like  innocence  between  a  pair  of  world- 
hardened  knaves";  etc.    "Burn  this  note  the  minute  you  have  read  it." 

27.  BROWNING  (ELIZABETH  BARRETT).  A.  L.  6.,

A  riNE  AND  INTERESTING  LETTER  concerning  a  contribution  by  her  to  the 
' '  Cornhill ' '  Magazine,  and  referring  to  her  and  her  husband 's  unpopu- 
larity in  England  at  the  time,  which  was  so  marked  that  Mrs.  Browning 
doubted  whether  her  poem  would  be  accepted. 

"Dear  Mr.  Thackeray — You  asked  me  too  long  ago  for  a  contribution 
to  your  magazine — too  long  ago  in  every  sense  perhaps — for  here  is  my 
husband  ivho  suggests  that,  being  a  very  ill  adorer  with  you  all,  in  Eng- 
land just  now  ...  7  may  not  be  welcome  between  the  wind  ^  your  nobi'ity 
at  Cornhill. 

' '  But  in  that  case  you  will  return  my  verses  enclosed,  4'  harm  will 
be  done — if  indeed  it  is  no  harm  to  send  love  to  dear  Annie  <^  Minnie 
whom  I  never  forget. 

"Yes, — and  don't  I  remember  Mr.  Thackeray's  kindness  to  little 
Penini,  who  grows  big,  4-  is  learning  Latin,  Sr  riding  a  pony,  4-  is  not  much 
changed  otherwise" ;  etc.

These  leaves  are  extremely  interesting  as  showing  the  method  of  work  of 
this  great  Master,  universally  recognized  in  Europe,  but  not  yet  suffi- 
ciently known  in  America,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  Mahler  and  other  great 
conductors  who  have  directed  American  orchestras. 

Accompanying  the  MS.  is  a  certificate  of  Prof.  E.  Mandyczewski, 
Librarian  of  the  Society  of  the  Friends  of  Music  in  Wien,  who  received 
these  leaves  as  a  souvenir  from  Bruckner  himself.

Albany,  Oct.  5,  1814.  To  J.  Perry  (Editor  of  the  Morning 
Chronicle). 

A  MOST  IMPORTANT  LETTER  relating  entirely  to  an  announcement  in  the 
Morning  Chronicle  denying  his  engagement  to  Miss  Milbanks  (afterwards 
Lady  Byron). 

"  .  .  .  /  need  not  add  that  I  write  this  in  confidence  and  privately  to 
Mr.  Perry  rather  than  the  Editor.  Do  not  forget  to  tell  me  why  and  how 
you  came  to  deny  so  positively  a  truth  which  has  for  the  last  fortnight 
been  no  secret,  as  I  suspect  mischief  {and  consequently  a  woman)  to  he 
your  authority. ' ' 

41.    A.  L.  s.,  signed  "Byron."    4  pp.,  8vo,  Oct.  31,  1815. 

On  legal  matters,  and  proposes  to  execute  a  Deed.  Speaks  of  Lady 
Noel 's  age  being  64. 

"...  To  be  serious,  it  appears  to  me  that  no  lawyer  or  man  of  common 
sense  could  have  started  such  an  objection,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  im 
pediment  and  vexation  to  the  parties  concerned" ;  etc.

"I  thank  you  for  the  several  articles  of  intelligence  contained  in  your 
letter,  and  for  the  propositions  respecting  a  Coinage  of  gold,  silver,  and 
copper,  a  measure  which,  in  my  judgment,  is  become  indispensably  neces- 
sary. Mr.  Jefferson's  ideas  upon  this  subject  are  plain  and  simple" ;  etc. 

This  plan  was  subsequently  carried  into  effect,  Mr.  Jefferson  taking  the 
dollar  as  a  unit,  and  then  dividing  it  decimally  for  the  other  denomina- 
tions. He  wrote  a  memoir  on  the  subject  for  the  consideration  of  Con- 
gress.
